Washington, June 4.— The ctbtn«t 
tnanlmouBly decided that existing 

conditions do m t v.ai iant the calling 
of an extra session of congress this 
summer. Secretary Uoot and Attor 
ney General Knok both rendered legal 
oplnloni to the effect that thejinlhor 
to govern the Philippines vested 
In the president by the Spoon. t 
amendment was ann)le. These opin 
ions were cont urrt d in by all mem 
hers of the cabinet. 

T'be decision of the cabinet was an 
nolinced after the cabinet meeting In 
the following statement isstied liy Sec 
retary C'ortelyoii: "The iiresidcnt has 
detennintd that fxistinj; coiidii iim 
do not require or warrant calling con 
gress together during the present 
summer, or malcing any change in the 
policy hitherto pursued and an 
nouneed in regard to the PblUpptae 
Islauds." 

It can be authoritatively stated that 
the Dingley rates upon goods from 
the Philippines entering the United 
States will remain io force as hereto 
fore. The president will put into ef 
feet such changes in the taiilT duties 
on goods going into the Philippines 
ai the 1*aft comiblsBion may recom 
m«nd. The •sUbUshmebt of civil gov 
efnmMlt In the at'Cfaipelago can pro 
ceed without intei-ruptlon as soon us 
the military authorities consider th( 
time ripe for its establishment. 

Inside information concerning tbr 
action of the Cuban convention on tht 
Platt ai^ndment has b^en }ust re 
ceived in Washington. It appears that 
the first draft of the amendment, as 
interpreted by the majority of the 
committee on relations with the Uni 
ted States, was submitted to General 
Wood and by him sent to Washington. 
This draft was approved by Secretary 
Root, and his approval was made 
known to the Cuban convention. When 
the matter came up for discussion, 
hbtrever, it was found that there was 
a number of delegates whose votes 
could only be" obtained by ektended 
alterations, amendments and Interprc 
tations, which were finally adopted by 
the convention and rejected by Se< 
retary Root It is stated ofBeially the 
people ot Cuba believed ftt fllrst that 
the Piatt amendment had been adopt 
ed and they were satisfied. Silch was 
the bf'lief of the people of the United 
States until the draft of the adopted 
amendment was received here. The 
belief ii espresaed in offlcial circles 
here that the Cuban people as a whole 
ar<' r>erfectly satisfied with the Platt 
amendment and' that It will be finally 
adopted. 

A Love Tragedy. 
New York. June 4.— p-rancisco Alas 
ko, 22. shot and killed his first cousin. 
Mrs. Angelina Faia, 27, in the Wom 
an's home, and then committed sui 
clde by shooting hlniwelf In the breast. 
The tragedy occurred in a tenement 
at 163 Klizabeth street, a poor part of 
the city. Alasko was In love with the 
woman. The police at first beliovtd 
the husband had killed his wife and 
Alasko in a flt of Jealousy. Faia was 
held a prisoner as a "suspicious per- 
son," but his innocence was apparent- 
ly established by the straightforward 
story 0^ the tragedy told by bis little 
daughter. Carmella. who said Alasko 
had done the shooting during her fa- 
ther's absence from the house.

The dead: Mrs. A. A. Lem- 
on. McDonough, Ga.; Miss Alma 
Lemon, her daughter, McDonough, 
Oa.; H. H. Vickers. Flovllla. (Ja. 
Among the seriously injured are: .\, 
L. Bunn, McDonough; A. L. FoucLe, 
McDonougb; Mrs. Julia Kirby, At- 
lanta. 

The train consisted of five cars, one 

sleeper and an ol)S( rvation car, fo; ni- 
ins part of the Southern vestlbulid 
limiterl whic h leaves Atlanta forWuf^h- 
ington. These two cars were badly 
wrecked and the trucks were knocked 
from under one of the day coaches. 

The passenger train was passing th 
shops at a hish rate of sp. id. wln'u 
suddenly the switch engine, staiuiin.j; 
on a sidins. started backward on th 
moving train. The railway officials 
claim that the man In the cab was un- 
able to control It. It w;is learned that 
the man in the cab was Yard Contluc 
tor luinean. He baa been placed un 
der airest. 

Passenoer Train Burned. 
Pittsburg, June 4. — Passenger train 
Na 106 on the Panhandle railroad, 
known as the Carnegie accommoda- 
tion, ran into a tank car full of oil in 
the Try street tunnel. The oil Imme- 
diately igiiiti il and the passenger 
train was completely destroyed. For- 
tunately there were only nine passen- 
gers aboard, seven of them railroad- 
ers, and all made their escape by inak- 
Ins a hastv retreat from the rear end 
of the tunnel. One person, William J. 
R(<'s.', a telegraph operator, wa.s 
slightly hurt The accident was 
caused by a mistake in signals. The 
loss to the railroad company will 
amount to many thousands of dollars. 

Celebrated Case On. . 

Philadelphia, June 4.— The t;ial of 
Richard F. Loper, formerly manaK "r 
of Guaranleers' Finance company, for 
oonspiracy to defraud the People's 
bank, which failed In 1898. began be- 
fore Judge Marlln. The suicide of 
John F. Hopkins, cashier of the ItanU. 
disc losed the fact that both instit i- 
tions were insolvent. Hopkins left a 
letter accusing Loper of being the 
cause of his ruin and charging him 
with wrecking the Guaranieers' com- 
pany and the People's bank. Lopi r 
was arrested and indicted. His trial 
was postponed six times. District At- 
torney Flnietter. in opening for the 
commonweatth, reviewed the chari;e 
of the conspiracy, and said he would 
show that Loper played on the fears 
of Cashier Hopkins after he had ruin- 
ed him to obtain money from the bank 
without collateral.

Bays the Supreme Court is a Deoayed 
Spot In Our Cnnatltutloa. 

Memphis, June 4. — The following 

interview with United States Senator 
E. \V. Carmack is published with n 
gard to the recent decisions of th 
supreme court: "The decisions," said 
Mr. Carmack. "do not seem to have 
satisfied everybody. I see that some 
of the friends of the administration 
are demanding a leainutuent of tlx 
cases in* order to have the opinion of 
the court modified In certain particu- 
lars. If the administration really 
wants it modified, I have no doubt that 
It will be modified in accordance with 
Its desires. 

"The decision emphasizes anew \\i 
fact that the supreme court is a de- 
cayed spot in our constitution. In the 
income tax decision the supreme eotn t 
stripped th.-» government of Impoitant 
powers whii h it had possessed f'lr 
more than luO years. Both decisions 
almost justify one In believliiK tiiat 
the court which was once regarded as 
the mainstay of the constitution has 
become a revolutionary tribunal, in 
gaged in a work of deEtruction." 

Battle at Vlakfenteln. 

London. June 4. — Lord Kitchener, 
in a dispatch from Pretoria, dated 
June 4. says: "Dixcjn's repoit of the 
fighting at Vlakfoutein. 40 miles from 
Johannesburg, May 29. Just receive d. 
On our side 1.4.")it mvn, with seven 
guns, were engaged. The ftuce was 
returning to camp at Vlakfmitein 
when the enemy, under cover of a 
veldt, fired, rushed the rear guaid, 
consisting of two guns of the Twentv 
eighth battery and 330 men of th • 
Derliyshires and the Yeomanry. They 
teiniioiaiily (.-iijtured the two guns. 
When the II niainder of the force 
came into action the Boers were 
driven off, the guns recaptured, and 
the Boer position was occupied. Our 
casualties were six officers and 51 men 
killed, 6 officers and 113 men woiind- 
t'd. and 1 officer and seven men miss- 
ing Forty (ine Hciers were killed on 
the ground. The further Boer casual- 
ties are not known. Reinforcements 
are being sent." 

Situation at Chicago. 

Chicago, June 4, — There will be no

on June 11. While the manufacturers 
wei'e disi n-sin^; tin ir future artion 
the niai hinists wi le not idle, a iiuiii- 
bi r (if ina; hini.-;ts leaving the llin e 
plants of tlie Crane con.pany to Join 
the strikers.

Suddenly there 
was a rumble, and smoke began pour- 
ing from the mouth of the shaft. Res- 
cuers hurried into the mine as soon as 
the sniokv had cleared sufficient'y, 
and found the eight miners, all who 
had been working in that section of 
the shaft lifeless. 

Followinu is a list of the victims:

Passiri, John Milay, Louis Tassi, John 
Bertelli, Rinlldo Ausnio, and a Pole, 
name unknown. 

Nearly 30 children are rendered fa- 
therless by the accident. Only one 
man was disfigured as if by the ex- 
plosion, and he but slightly. The oth- 
ers were completely covered by black 
powder soot. The men were using a 
powder thawing machine, and it is 
thiMmht tiny neglected to supply it 
with powder. It is l)elieved the ma- 
chine becoming redhot set fire to the 
dynamite, and the men were stricken 
down by the deadly fumes before they 
could es( ape. The town is in mourn- 
ing and work at the mine ia at a 

standi^lill. 



From Chicago to Europe.

Apples are dropping badly, but other 
fruits generally look promi^ng. Straw- 
berries are ripe, but lack sweetness on 
account of cool, cloudy weather. 

Farm work was delayed in some sec- 
tions by rain, but is fairly well up. 

Cut worms are very bad in the north- 
cental portion of the State. Tobacco and 
corn have been badly injured by them 
in some sections.
